PREFACE. 




The present volume is the first step towards supplying, or attempting to sup¬ 
ply. a want long felt both by the Government and the public. The archives of 
the Bombay Government contain mines of information for the historian and 
the administrator, but at present no administrator has the slightest know¬ 
ledge of the contents of the Record Office nor has he any means of 
acquiring the knowledge. Problems regarding agriculture, forests, manures 
assessments, have all been discussed by men of ripe knowledge and experience, 
but the solutions are a sealed book to the present generation. Geographical 
information of the greatest value now lies buried and forgotten in numerous 
volumes. The minutes of the distinguished men who have ruled this Presidency 
form a storehouse of valuable knowledge regarding the civil and judicial admin¬ 
istration of the land. There is hardly a question regarding administration which 
has not been discussed by them, and their opinion would be of great, value in 
moulding the administration of the day; but the minutes are scattered over a 
number of bulky volumes, and it is impossible to get at a particular minute 
without searching forty or sixty large folios of the year. There is no catalogue 
but a manuscript Inventory Book founded on no scientific principle, and it is 
impossible to find by it a particular document whose nature and class is 
known. The oldest records regarding the Factories have no indexes, and therefore 
to know their contents every line of them has to lie read. Some of the late r 
volumes have indexes at the end, but in other cases there is an index of «» 
particular year covering many volumes. The indexes are meagre and generally 
inaccurate. The Bombay Government ordered the present volume to b° prepare.; 
as the first step towards remedying the above deficiencies. It contains a minnle 
account of the contents of the more important records from the year 1 G 30 to 1780 . 
For its preparation some hundreds of volumes have been read. 1 trust, tin 
work now begun will be continued when the records arc removed to the 
new offices built for them ; and that in course of time the Bombay Records 
will be classified, arranged and registered in a scientific manner. This will save 
the wages of those officials who arc now employed in a blind Search hr, 
’.ocument9, and it will also save printing numerous reports the publication < of 
which is necessary only as long as there is no well organized Record Office. The 
jatalogue has been formed after the model of the alphabetical arrangement <>t 
tbe Public Records recommended by the Select Committee appointed to iriqnm 
nto tbe state of the Public Records of the United Kingdom. , 
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The Bombay Records are at present classified under the following heads :—
